A STUPENDOUS DEVELOPMENT IN 
FASHIONABLE « HOUSEKEEPING. 


How "the Wheels Go Round" in the 


Palace 
of the 
Millionaire-Elect— 


Town House, Without Yacht, $200- 
000 a Year—"Martyrdom," a Georgia 
Visitor Calls It. 
There is a stupendous development 
in fashionable housekeeping, the echo 
of which has not yet reached some 
small towns. The method and the ex- 
pense of running a millionaire's house 
at the top notch of style Is not even 
grasped by those who are delighted 
when 
their two servants 
are well 
trained and do not want too many 
days out. 


The average 
town-house 
expenses 
range from $2.000 to ?4.000 a week. 
This does not include the stable or 
yacht, and of course the matter of 
house rent Is not taken into consider- 
ation at all, as most lavish entertain- 
ers own their own houses. 


The summer house, especially if It 
be at Newport, takes about as much 
as the yearly cost of keeping up an 
establishment 
Is 
from 
$100,000 to 
$250,000, according to the elaborate- 
ness with which the mistress enter- 
tains. 


One daughter of a well known mil- 
lionaire has $75,000 a year allowance 
to run her town house for a little less 
than four months, and this does not 
include her personal expenses, such as 
gowns, or her opera box or stable. 
This comes pretty near the average 
of New York establishments. 


The American woman who assumes 
this great 
responsibility 
must 
have 
tremendous executive force. 
She can- 
not be an ordinary woman. 
She can- 
not be stupid. 
If she Is unobserving 
she is a failure. Her house must run 
on wheels that are oiled, and she is 
responsible to her multl-mllllonalre 
husband for much of his reputation 
as a successful man. 


It would astonish the simple-minded 
woman in a little town to foregather 
with such women as Mrs. Hermann 
Oelrlchs, Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt, 
Jr.. and Mrs. John R. Drexel in the 
early morning hours and watch the 
stupendous 
amount 
of 
fine 
detail 
which these women personally super- 
intend. 


In such houses twenty-four servants 
are considered enough, although Mrs. 
Clarence Mackay employs forty-eight 
in her Long Island house. 


The wages of these people are set, 
An additional $5 a month Is made to 
New York prices when any one of 
these servants is employed outside of 
New York and Newport. 
Those who 
go to Philadelphia and Boston are 
given a trip once a month to New 
York, 
with 
expenses 
allowed and 
ticket paid for. They demand this be- 
cause of the unions and societies to 
which they belong in Gotham. 


In the kitchen the cook gets $75 If 
a woman; If a man, $95 a month, al- 
though a woman is considered the 
better 
cook by the greatest 
house- 
keepers. 
There are only twenty first- 
class women cooks In New York, and 
all of the great leaders in society 
know their names and anxiously await 
an opportunity to get one. 


The butler gets ?G5 a month. 
When there Is a housekeeper, her 
regulation price is $1500 a year, and 
she must have a sleeping-room, pri- 
vate 
sitting-room 
and 
dining-room 
combined, and bath. 


In the stables the chauffeur gets 
$125 a month, the head coachman $85, 
the carriage groom $60 and the strap- 
per $G0. 


The butler and the cook in Nev.' 
York assume that their salary is neces- 
sary for pocket money, and demand, 
besides, a well-furnished room, three 
perfect meals a day, a certain guaran- 
teed amount of whiskey or wine, all 
liveries, every piece of laundry—and 
commissions.

"About five hundred pieces a week,-^' 
answered the Newporter.

DRUG DECADENT IN MEDICINE. 


Due to Increasing Knowledge of the 
Causes of Disease. 


Never did the public so be-drug it- 
self as today. The Invaluable method 
of hypodermic injection, greatly faci- 
litating the use of drugs by the medi- 
cal man, has performed a like service 
—usually, in this case, a grave dis- 
service—for the public, so that homes 
for the treatment 
of 
drug 
habits 
spring up and 
flourish 
everywhere. 
Morphia, cocaine, trional, paraldehyde 
and many more claim what appears 
to be a constantly increasing number 
of victims. In all these relations, then 
the drug, so far from, being decadent, 
is in full climax. 
And yet, In sober, 
scientific medicine, the drug is deca- 
dent. 
The discovery and use of ac- 
tive principles Instead of the plants 
that contain them, and the employ- 
ment of hypodermic injection, thougn 
greatly facilitating the abuse of drugs, 
have led also to a better recognition 
of their legitimate uses—and that is 
chiefly a recognition of their 
limita- 
tions. 


The days of the shotgun 
prescrip- 
tion, 
containing 
a 
dozen 
different 
things, of which some two or three 
might hit the mark, were numbered 
when scientific study was directed to 
the normal action of each constituent 
of every drug. 
And with the direc- 
tion of individual study to individual 
drugs came the discovery that drugs, 
except in a very few and unmistake- 
able instances, are and can be no 
more than mere auxiliaries, usually of 
not more than doubtful utility in the 
treatment of disease. 
When you have 
mentioned 
quinine in malaria, mer- 
cury 
in another 
disease, 
iFon 
in 
anaemia, and sodium 
salicylate 
in 
rheumatic fever, you have practical- 
ly exhausted the list of drugs which 
have a specific action in disease. 


But the discovery of the causes of 
disease has done even more for the 
humiliation of the drug. 
It is found 
that the active cause needs 
certain 
predisposing causes 
to prepare the 
soil for the accursed seed. And among 
such 
predisposing 
causes 
we ob- 
serve the potency of bad air and de- 
ficiency 
of light. 
Then there comes 
that remarkable revelation of the ob- 
vious—that fresh air Is worth all the 
drugs in all the pharmacopoeias put 
together, and multiplied by all the ex- 
ertions of all the German 
chemists 
yet unborn. The point I want to make 
is the inherent improbability that this, 
that or the other plant shall provide 
a cure for a disease the cause of which 
has nothing whatever to do with the 
plant. 
The only Indisputable excep- 
tion to the irrelevance of plants in the 
c'ire of dl^euse is furnished by quinine 
in malaria, and there, as it happens— 
for it is a palpable fiuke—the drug Is 
directly lethal to the minute animal 
parasite which causes the disease.— 
World's Work.

How nhe Wheels Go Round” In the 
Palace 
of the 
Mllilonairc.Elect— 
Town House, Without Yacht, $200- 
000 a Year—“Martyrdom,” a Georgia 
Visitor Calls It. 
There Is a stupendous development 
in fashionable housekeeping, the echo 
of which has not yet reached some 
small towns. The method and the ex­ 
pense of running a millionaire's house 
at the top notch of style Is not even 
grasped by those who are delighted 
when their two servants are w’ell 
trained and do not want too many 
days out. 
The average town-house expenses 
range from $2,000 to $4,000 a week. 
This does not include the stable or 
yacht, and of course the matter of 
house rent is not taken into consider­ 
ation at all, as most lavish entertain­ 
ers own their own houses. 
The summer house, especially if It 
be at Newport, takes about as much 
as the yearly cost of keeping up an 
establishment 
Is 
from 
$100,000 
to 
$250,000, according to the elaborate­ 
ness with which the mistress enter­ 
tains. 
One daughter of a well known mil­ 
lionaire has $75,000 a year allowance 
to run her town house for a little less 
than four months, and this does not 
include her personal expenses, such as 
gowns, or her opera box or stable. 
This comes pretty near the average 
of New York establishments. 
The American woman who assumes 
this great responsibility must have 
tremendous executive force. 
She can­ 
not be an ordinary woman. 
She can­ 
not be stupid. 
If she is unobserving 
she is a failure. 
Her house must run 
on wheels that are oiled, and she is 
responsible to her multi-millionaire 
husband for much of his reputation 
as a successful man. 
It would astonish the simple-minded 
woman in a little town to foregather 
with such women as Mrs. Hermann 
Oelrichs, Mrs. William K. Vanderbilt, 
Jr., and Mrs. John R. Drexel in the 
early morning hours and watch the 
stupendous 
amount 
of 
fine 
detail 
which these w’omen personally super­ 
intend. 
In such houses twenty-four servants 
are considered enough, although Mrs. 
Clarence Mackay employs forty-eight 
in her Long Island house. 
The wages of these people are set. 
An additional $5 a month is made to 
New York prices when any one of 
these servants is employed outside of 
New York and Newport. 
Those who 
go to Philadelphia and Boston are 
given a trip once a month to New 
York, 
with 
expenses 
allowed 
and 
ticket paid for. They demand this be­ 
cause of the unions and societies to 
which they belong in Gotham. 
In the kitchen the cook gets $75 if 
a woman; if a man, $95 a month, al­ 
though a woman is considered the 
better cook by the greatest house­ 
keepers. There are only twenty first- 
class women cooks in New York, and 
all of the great leaders in society 
know their names and anxiously await 
an opportunity to get one. 
The butler gets $05 a month. 
When there is a housekeeper, her 
regulation price is $1500 a year, and 
she must have a sleeping-room, pri­ 
vate 
sitting-room 
and 
dining-room 
combined, and bath. 
In the stables the chauffeur gets 
$125 a month, the head coachman $85, 
the carriage groom $60 and the strap­ 
per $60. 
The butler and the cook in Nev/ 
York assume that their salary is neces­ 
sary for pocket money, and demand, 
besides, a well-furnished room, three 
perfect meals a day, a certain guaran­ 
teed amount of whiskey or wine, all 
liveries, every piece of laundry—and 
commissions. 
This last provides not merely a lit­ 
tle extra pocket money, but a snug 
Income. 
Outside of these great estab­ 
lishments a mistress would gasp at 
such a condition of affairs. The head 
of the twentieth century palace shuts 
her eyes to it. 
These commissions are handled by 
the head cook, the butler, the head 
coachman and the chauffeur. 
The 
coachman divides v/ith the strapper, 
the coc)k keeps her commissions to 
herself, the butler makes his divisions 
according to favoritism. 
The chauff­ 
eur divides with the man who helps 
him. 
“Tell me/* said a Georgian visitor 
in a Newport house, “how the wheels 
go round in these fairy palaces. 
I 
have a glimmer that the housekeep­ 
ing in them is as different from ours 
as Buckingham Palace is from a North 
Sea fisherman's home." 
“It's as distinctly laid out/' said 
the Newporter, “as a set of army 
rules. We are like a lot of sheep. We 
do exactly what the other one does. 
The exact duties of servants have 
been firmly fixed by them. 
The head 
cook prepares all food for the dining­ 
room and has charge of all kitchen 
accounts. 
She keeps a personal ex­ 
pense book, which I settle once a 
month. 
The second cook prepares 
meals for the servants and makes the 
bread. 
The kitchen maid does the 
lesser work and serves the servants' 
table. 


“The head laundress does the per­ 
sonal linen of Ihe family. The second 
laundress does the children's clothes, 
and she and the assistant laundress 
do the household linen. The servants* 
la^'ndry is sent>v out/* 
“One minute," said the Georgian; 
“what is the average amount of lineu 
in a house like this in a week?" 
“About five hundred pieces a week,'^' 
answered the Newporter. And, ignor­ 
ing the groan of dismay from her 
guest, she went on with the “regula* 
tions.** 
“The head cook is in charge of every 
person below stairs. 
She hires, dis­ 
charges, pays wages, hunts references, 
and is responsible for the good be­ 
havior of her regiment. 
The butler 
has official rank with the cook. 
His 
regiment is upstairs, 
fie also hires, 
pays, controls, discharges and com­ 
mands. 
The head housemaid is in 
control of the sleeping fioors. 
“It may amuse you very much to 
know that not one of our set of house­ 
keepers would think of giving an or­ 
der to any servant but these three. 
We do not even know the names of 
the others. 
If there is a mistake In 
the dining-room the butler is sent for, 
and he criticises the man who made it. 
We observe these rules of etiquette as 
much as we do our visiting and dinner 
engagements.** 
“Some day I shall write “The Mar­ 
tyrdom of a Millionaire/* said the 
Georgian.—From Ainslee's Magazine. 


DRUG DECADENT IN MEDICINE. 


Due to Increasing Knowledge of ths 
Causes of Disease. 
Never did the public so be-drug it­ 
self as today. The invaluable method 
of hypodermic injection, greatly faci­ 
litating the use of drugs by the medi­ 
cal man, has performed a like service 
-usually, in this case, a grave dis­ 
service—for the public, so that homes 
for the 
treatment 
of drug habits 
spring up and flourish everywhere. 
Morphia, cocaine, trional, paraldehyde 
and many more claim what appears 
to be a constantly increasing number 
of victims. In all these relations, then 
the drug, so far from, being decadent, 
is in full climax. And yet, in sober, 
scientific medicine, the drug is deca­ 
dent. 
The discovery and use of ac­ 
tive principles instead of the plants 
that contain them, and the employ­ 
ment of hypodermic injection, thougn 
greatly facilitating the abuse of drugs, 
have led also to a better recognition 
of their legitimate uses—and that is 
chiefly a recognition of their limita­ 
tions. 
The days of the shotgun prescrip­ 
tion, 
containing a dozen 
different 
things, of which some two or three 
might hit the mark, were numbered 
when scientific study was directed to 
the normal action of each constituent 
of every drug. 
And with the direc­ 
tion of individual study to individual 
drugs came the discovery that drugs, 
except in a very few and unmistake- 
able instances, are and can be no 
more than mere auxiliaries, usually of 
not more than doubtful utility in the 
treatment of disease. When you have 
mentioned quinine in malaria, mer­ 
cury 
In another 
disease, 
iron 
in 
anaemia, and sodium 
salicylate 
in 
rheumatic fever, you have practical­ 
ly exhausted the list of drugs which 
have a specific action in disease. 
But the discovery of the causes of 
disease has done even more for the 
humiliation of the drug. 
It is found 
that the active cause needs certain 
predisposing causes 
to prepare 
the 
soil for the accursed seed. And among 
such predisposing 
causes 
we 
ob­ 
serve the potency of bad air and de­ 
ficiency of light. 
Then there comes 
that remarkable revelation of the ob­ 
vious—that fresh air is worth all the 
drugs in all the pharmacopoeias put 
together, and multiplied by all the ex­ 
ertions of all the German chemists 
yet unborn. The point I want to make 
is the inherent improbability that this, 
that or the other plant shall proviile 
a cure for a disease the cause of which 
has nothing whatever to do with the 
plant. 
The only indisputable excep­ 
tion to the irrelevance of plants in the 
c'ire of dlieiise is furnished by quinine 
in malaria, and there, as it happens— 
for it is a palpable fluke—the drug is 
directly lethal to the minute animal 
parasite which causes the disease.— 
World's Work. 


An Obstruction on the Track. 
Alice Brown, 37 years old, a heavy­ 
weight seamstress, tied up trafllc on 
the Crosstown line at Bedford avenue, 
near South Fourth street, early this 
morning, and it required the combined 
efforts of Policeman Smith of the Bed­ 
ford avenue station, and four muscular 
volunteers to remove the obstruction 
from the tracks. Shortly after 1 o'clock 
Alice placed herself in the centre of 
the down-town tracks, and had been 
there but a few minutes when a trolley 
car arrived.

to show what she was worth to her 
owners as a freight carrier between 
the iMediterranean 
and America 
be- 
fore she was chartered by the Rus- 
sian 
government to help stock 
up 
Vladivostok. 
Her 
christening 
name 
was Nina, but under the Russian flag 
this v/as changed to Frieda. 


She loaded a cargo of provisions in 
the Black Sea and steamed out to the 
Far East, in charge of Capt. Zar, an 
Austrian. 
Arrived there, the Russian 
authorities, taking 
little thought 
to 
the benefits which they derived from 
her fresh supplies, undertook to place 
the captain under arrest, because he, 
an Austrian, presumed to command a 
ship under the Russian'flag. The Aus- 
trian 
Consul 
immediately 
bestirred 
himself to telegraph on to the Aus- 
trian Embassy at 
St. 
Petersburg, 
through whose influence the arrest was 
prevented, and Capt. Zar saved from 
what might have been exile in Siberia. 


But if they did not wholly succeed 
in their purpose, the Russian authori- 
ties at Vladivostok accomplished their 
purposes in part, for Capt. Zar was re- 
lieved of the command of his vessel, 
which was turned over to the first of- 
ficer on board, a 
Russian. 
In 
his 
charge, therefore, 
she 
returned 
to 
the Mediterranean. 
'On her return she 
v;as transferred back to her ov/ners, 
once more flew'the Austrian flag and 
rode the seas under the Austrian cap- 
tain. 
Her name now was 
changed 
again, to Hermine, the appellation un- 
der which she has since been plying 
in the Austro-American trade. 
She is 
now in command of Capt. Bussanich. 
Hence, within four years of service she 
has served under two flags, 
under 
three names under four or five dif- 
ferent commanders, and has traversed 
the greater part of the world's commer- 
cial waters.—Boston Transcript.

When the panic or 1837 swept over 
the country the National 
road 
was 
barely half way through Illinois. 
No 
work was done on it after 1841. 
Two 
years before, however, a line of stages 
and post routes had been started from 
Cumberland in Maryland 
to 
Terre 
Haute in Indiana, from which latter 
place there v/as a tri-weekly service 
for passengers and mail to Spri-ag- 
field. 111. 
This marked the first over­ 
land travel from E ast to West. 
Pas­ 
sengers and mail bags 
were jolted 
along in cumbersome coaches, each 
v/ith four strong horses. 
On account 
of the high rates travel was confined 
mainly to merchants and lawyers. The 
passenger,-Avith a';i allowance of 50 
pounds of baggage, paid at the rate 
of 10 cents a mile. 
It is noted that 
Clay and Lincoln were among the fre­ 
quent passengers.

Has Sailed Under Two Flag* and Un- 
Three Names, 
Steamships 
in some respects 
are 
like individuals. 
Some fun a hum­ 
drum existence from the time they are 
launched until they finally find their 
way into the hands of junk dealers, 
who strip them of all that remains of 
their 
past usefulness, then 
consign 
them to the flames. 
Others are P^'e- 
cipitated 
into stirring events 
and 
scenes from the moment they enter 
active service. 
One of the latter kind 
is the steamship Hermine, which ar­ 
rived recently from the Mediterranean 
with a cargo of lemons, a variety of 
other fruits, 
sumac, etc. 
She was 
built in 1901 at Stockton-on-Tyne for 
the Hermine Steamship Company, of 
Austria-Hungary, and hardly had time 
to show what she was worth to her 
owners as a freight carrier between 
the ^Mediterranean and America be­ 
fore she was chartered by the Rus­ 
sian 
government to help stock 
up 
Vladivostok. 
Her christening name 
was Nina, but under the Russian fiag 
this v/as changed to Frieda. 
She loaded a cargo of provisions in 
the Black Sea and steamed out to the 
Far East, in charge of Capt. Zar, an 
Austrian. 
Arrived there, the Russian 
authorities, taking little thought to 
the benefits which they derived from 
her fresh supplies, undertook to place 
the captain under arrest, because he, 
an Austrian, presumed to command a 
ship under the R ussian‘flag. The Aus­ 
trian 
Consul 
immediately 
bestirred 
himself to telegraph on to the Aus­ 
trian Embassy at 
St. 
Petersburg, 
through whose influence the arrest was 
prevented, and Capt. Zar saved from 
what might have been exile in Siberia. 
But if they did not wholly succeed 
in their purpose, the Russian authori­ 
ties at Vladivostok accomplished their 
purposes in part, for Capt. Zar was re­ 
lieved of the command of his vessel, 
which was turned bver to the first of­ 
ficer on board, a 
Russian. 
In 
his 
charge, therefore, 
she 
returned 
to 
the Mediterranean. 'On her return she 
v:as transferred back to her ov/ners, 
once more fiew th e Austrian flag and 
rode the seas under the Austrian cap­ 
tain. 
Her name now was 
changed 
again, to Hermine, the appellation un­ 
der which she has since been plying 
in the Austro-American trade. 
She is 
now in command of Capt. Bussanich. 
Hence, within four years of service she 
has served under two flags, 
under 
three names under four or five dif­ 
ferent commanders, and has traversed 
the greater part of the world^s commer­ 
cial waters.—Boston Transcript.

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T H E TELEPHONE IN WAR, 


How the Japanese Kept" Their Arm- 
ies in Touch in Manchuria. 


"Among the many things the Jap- 
anese 
have done during the 
war 
which they are now waging." says the 
Electrical Review, "and which 
have 
attracted the attention of the world, 
their 
use of the telephone is 
one. 
When the war 
first 
broke out, and 
while the question of supremacy on 
the water Avas undecided, they made 
good use of wireless telegraphy. 
By 
this means the main 
fleet 
kept 
in 
touch with its scouts, and, indeed, in 
the final conclusive battle of last Au- 
gust, 
in which the Russian 
vessels 
left the harbor to attack a few appar- 
ently unsupported Japanese 
vessels, 
the latter called up the main Japan- 
ese fleet, then out of sight, but In 
waiting, by means of wireless teleg- 
raphy. 
On land the Japanese 
have 
erected 
telegraph 
lines as they 
ad- 
vanced, and kept the government in 
Toklo In constant communication with 
all of the armies, and each army in 
touch with the other. 


"But to keep the commander of a 
single army in constant touch with 
his 
division commanders, the 
tele- 
phone has been used. 
As each ad- 
vance was made, or a trench 
was 
dug, 
connections were made 
Avith 
headquarters by telephone. 
Thus, not 
only was 
all-Important 
information 
transmitted immediately to the com- 
mander, 
but 
fighting 
was 
directed 
from the latter point by the 
same 
means. 
The commander was able to 
direct the fire of the guns and to or- 
der advances when the proper time 
arrived. 
The telephone in this ser- 
vice has taken the place of the cour- 
ier, and does the work better 
and 
more quickly. 
By its ability to com- 
municate 
instantly 
with many 
and 
widely separated points, not only are 
the army's operations directed more 
effectively, 
but one commander 
is 
enabled to control a larger force than 
was possible under the old system. 


"Take the last great battle as an 
example. Could Field Marshal Oyama 
have directed the operations of 400,- 
000 men, and have timed his strokes 
so exactly, had he been forced to de- 
pend upoxi orders carried by horse? 
How could he have controlled a fight- 
ing line a hundred miles long? 
With- 
out the telephone the operations would 
have been carried on by a number of 
generals, each acting according to a 
certain 
plan, but 
depending 
largely 
upon his own judgment for wiiat to 
do and when to do it. 
That the fight 
would have been carried on as brave- 
ly, none can doubt, but the telephone 
co-ordinated the actions of each divi- 
sion, and reduced the armies to one 
vast machine. 
Nothing was left to 
chance; every stroke was 
correctly 
timed, and 
the 
commander-in-chief 
was at once informed of its result. 
Even the flying columns were followed 
by the engineering corps, and the re- 
sult of every skirmish and the taking 
of every village were known, within 
a short time, at headquarters. 


"Besides making each of the divi- 
sions able to act with the othei's of- 
fensively, the telephone enabled them 
to act together for defence. 
As soon 
as any point was threatened, this was 
known at headquarters, and 
moving 
orders could be Issued to the most 
available reserves for supiwrt. 
Truly, 
the telephone has become one of the 
most important factors 
in 
modern 
warfare, and It Is one factor—if not 
the only factor—which has acted to 
reduce the danger to the individual. 
The Japanese are brave enough, but, 
unless we except their action in bat- 
tle, they mako^no sacriflce that is not 
necessary, and', being practical, they 
have used the telephone, not only for 
such purposes as require great speed, 
but at times when the risk 'to 
the 
messenger is the chief consideration. 
There is no longer any necessity for 
exposing courier to the fire of 
the 
enemy," 


Attention to Detail. 


Perhaps the most perfectly organiz- 
ed fighting force in the world is the 
British navy. 
In what other service 
could such an Incident as that report- 
ed from 'Sydney be possible. 
The 
cruiser Pylades, on her way home from 
Australia, ran upon a reef In Torres 
Straits, exactly as she has done a 
couple of years before on her way out. 
Qould there be a better proof of meth- 
od, organization, attention to detail? 
—Portland Oregonian.

Library 
Paste. 


Take a piece of common glue two 
Inches square and pulverized alum as 
much In weight as the glue; soak the 
glue and dissolve it in water, adding 
the powdered alum. 
Mix half a tea- 
spoonful of flour in a little water until 
smooth, stir in the glue and alum and 
heat to a boil. 
When nearly cool, stir 
in two teaspoonfuls of oil of lavender. 
This should make nearly a pint of 
paste, and will keep a long time. If 
kept tightly covered when not in use. 
Another: 
A solution of two and one- 
half 
ounces 
of gum arable in 
two 
quarts of warm water; thicken with 
wheat flour to a paste; to this add a 
solution of alum and suL-ar of lead, 
ounce and a half each, in warm water; 
heat the mixture and stir until at boil- 
ing point, when it Is to be cooled. 
If 
too thick thin It with a little gum so- 
lution in proportion as above. 


Flatirons. 


The 
flatirons 
must always be per- 
fectly clean, and it is best to scour 
them each time they are used; by do- 
ing it thus frequently they are kept 
clean with very little work, while if 
neglected they are 
constantly 
doing 
work work rdtao rtet tafr rdrdinlndu 
poor work, soiling the clean clothes, 
and require a long scouring when they 
are cleaned. 
After they are washed 
and scoured each week, place on the 
stove to dry thoroughly, and then slip 
each one into a little bag made with 
drawstrings for the purpose, or, 
at 
least, slip each one into an emply pa- 
per bag to keep clean from dust till 
they are used again. 
A rag dippe^d in 
kerosene and salt is 
excellent 
for 
smoothYng Hie bottom of an iron; or 
sprinkle some salt between layers of 
waxed paper like that used for lin- 
ing cracker boxes, which should 
be 
saved for the purpose. 


All Over the House. 


Strong, 
hot 
vinegar 
will 
remove 
paint and mortar from glass. 


Rub grease on the seams of new tin- 
ware, keep In a warm place for a day. 
and the article will not rust in the 
seams. 


Starch and iron wide lampwlcks and 
wicks for oil stoves. 
They will not 
then cause trouble in. fitting them into 
the burners. 


Do not wash the wooden breadplate 
in hot water and it will not turn black. 
Wash with soap and warm water and 
rinse in clean, cold water. 


Always wash off the top of the milk 
bottle before removing the little paper 
cap,, since it is by the top that the 
delivery man always lifts the bottle. 


Use a few drops of carbolic acid on 
the damp cloth with which you wipe 
off the mouthpiece of the telephone. 
The reason is obvious in this "germ 
age." 


Washing window curtains In winter 
can be easUy accomplished by rubbing 
them in dry corn meal, and then allow- 
ing them to hang a little while in a 
brisk wind.—Indianapolis News. 


Receipes, 


A Chicken Custard—This is a most 
nourishing dish. 
Into half a pint^of 
chicken broth, made qs described, beat 
the perfectly fresh yolks of three eggs. 
Season it M'ith a little salt. 
Cook the 
custard, stirring it constantly until it 
has thickened. 
Be careful not to cook 
it long enough to let it curdle. 


Uncooked Eggs—A delicate, strength- 
ening preparation for an invalid con- 
sists of the yolk of a perfectly fresh 
egg 
dropped 
in 
a 
tablespoonful 
of 
sherry. 
Add a teaspoonful of sugar. 
Beat the whole together. 
Whip the 
white of the egg to a perfectly stiff 
froth and stir in, adding a little nut- 
meg just as you serve it. 
The sherry 
may be omitted 
if you prefer, and 
the nutmeg alone used as 
flavoring. 


Sea Moss Blanc Mange—Wash half 
an ounce or a handful of Irish moss. 
Let it soak for half an hour in a little 
cold water. 
Then add it to a quart of 
rich milk at the boiling point. 
Add a 
piece of stick cinnamon, and a table- 
spoonful of flavoring extract. 
Let the 
blanc mange simmer until the moss is 
entirely dissolved, stirring it repeated- 
ly. 
After sweetening it with a little 
sugar turn it out into cups or smal) 
moulds. 
Set them in Ice or snow to 
cool. 
Serve the blanc mange with a 
little sugar and cream. 


Chicken Jelly—Cut up half a raw 
chicken into small pieces. 
Be careful 
to break the bones. 
Put it on the fire 
with a quart of cold water. 
Boil it 
very slowly until it is reduced to less 
than one half. 
Season it with salt 
and a little pepper. 
Strain it through 
a colander and then through a jelly 
bag into a mould 
or bowl. 
If 
the 
chicken is tender and young broil the 
other half of the breast. 
Cut It into 
dice and put it into a mould or bowl 
and cover it with the liquid. 
When 
the jelly has hardened scrape off the 
layer of fat on the top before turning 
the jelly out on a small platter.

IfiT«ttl|stlon of ih« Packers* 


Very gonoral fntorost has boon muni- 
fosted in the Government investigation 
now in progress into the mode of con- 
ducting business by the large packers 
located 
in 
Chlcirgo 
and 
elsewhere. 
Much has been written upon the al- 
leged illegal nnd improper mode« of 
business procedure connected with the 
packing industry; but it S P O U J S that so 
far no doiinite chnrgo of any kind has 
been sustninod and no proof of Illegal 
or iiiccinitable mothods has been dis- 
closed to tho public. 
While a wave of 
severe criticism of this great industrial 
interest is now passing over the coun- 
try it might be well to remember that 
the packers have had as yet no oppor- 
tunity 
to make specilic 
denial, 
tho 
many indefinite charges of wrong*do- 
ing having nover been formulated so 
that a categorical 
answer could be 
mndo. 


The recent report of Commissioner 
Garfield, which embodied the results 
of an ofiicial Investigation undertaken 
by tho Department of Commerce and 
Labor of tho United States, was a rin- 
dlration of the Western packers, but 
this result having been unexpected at- 
tempts in many quarters to discredit It 
were made. 


In view of the situation na It now 
stands, however, attention may proper- 
ly be called to a few facts that owing 
to popular clamor are now being ap- 
parently overlooked. 
Fair treatment 
In this country has heretofore been ac- 
corded to all citizens whose affairs as- 
sume prominence in the public eye and 
some of the facts that bear upon the 
relation of the packers to the com- 
merce of the country may at this time 
be briefly alluded to. 
It would 
be 
difficult to estimate the benefits gained 
by the farmers of the country result- 
ing from the energetic enterprise of 
the packers, for whatever is of benefit 
to^the farmer is a gain to the entire 
commerce of the country. 
And con- 
nected with their continuous aggres- 
sive work no feature perhaps has been 
more Important thau their efforts In 
seeking outlets all over the world for 
the surplus products of the 
farmer. 
Our total exports of agricultural prod- 
ucts have gained but little iu the past 
twenty years, and leaving out corn, the 
total of all other farm pmducts was 
f-ar less in li)()3 than in 1801. 
But In 
packing house products there was cou- 
siderable gain during this period, be- 
cause an organizpd and powerful force 
has been behind them seeking new and 
broader markets. 


Besides the benefits reaped by farm- 
ers on account of the enterprise and 
energy exercised by the packers in at- 
taining commercial results by foreign 
trade, the great development in the 
manufacture of packing house by-prod- 
ucts has 
added 
enormously 
to 
the 
value of all live stock raised in the 
United States. 
The waste material of 
twenty years ago. then an expense to 
the pack'^r, is now converted into ar- 
ticles of gi'cat value and, as an eco- 
nomic fact, this must correspondingly 
increase the value to the farmer of 
every head of cattle marketed a t the 
numerous stock yards of the country. 
Let these facts be remembered while 
now it is so popular to regard 
the 
great packing industry as deserving of 
condemnation. 
At least it must be ad- 
mitted that, so far, there is no ade- 
quate reason 
for the almost 
unani- 
mous howl that may be heard every- 
where in tho face of the Garfield re- 
port above alluded to which practical- 
ly exonerates the packers from the ob- 
scure and indeiinite charges that have 
been for some time past made the sub- 
ject of popular comment.

^ ^T our modern 
industrial civilization there are 
many and 
J grave dangers to counterbalance the splendors and tho tri- 
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umphs. 
It is not a good thing to see cities grow at dlspro- 
^ portionate speed relatively to tho country; for the small land 
owners, the men who own their little homes, and therefore, 
^ to a very largo extent, the men who till farms, the men of 


the soil, have hitherto made tho foundation of lasting na- 
tional life in every state; and, if the 
foundation becomes 
either too weak or too narrow, the superstructure, no matter 
how attractive, is In imminent danger of falling. 


But far more Important than the question of the occupation of our citizens 
Is the question of how their family life is conducted. 
No matter what that oc- 
cupation may be, as long as there is a real home and as long as those who 
make up that home do their duty to one another, to their neighbors, and to the 
state, it is of minor consequence whether the man's trade is piled In tho coun- 
try or in the city, whether it calls for the work of the hands or for the work of 
the head. 


But the nation Is in a bad way if there is no real home, If the family Is 
not of the right kind; If the man is not a good husband and father, If he Is bru- 
tal or cowardly or selfish; If the woman has lost her sense of duty, if she is 
sunk In vapid self-indulgence or has let her nature be twisted so that she pre- 
fers a sterile pseudo-Intellectuality to that great and beautiful development of 
character which comes only to those whose lives know the fullness of duty 
done, of effort made, and self-sacrifice undergone. 


In the last analysis 
the welfare of the state depends absolutely 
upon 
whether or not the average family, the average man and woman and their chil- 
dren, represent the kind of citizenship fit for the foundation of a great nation, 
and if we fail to appreciate this we fail to appreciate the root morality upon 
which all healthy civilization is based. 


No piled-up wealth, no splendor of material growth, no brilliance of artis- 
tic development, will pern^anently avail any people unless its home life is 
healthy, unless the average man posssesses honesty, courage, common sense 
and decency; unless he works hard and is willing at need to fight hard, and 
unless the average woman is a good wife, a good mother, able and willing to 
perform the first and greatest duty of womanhood, able and willing to bear, 
and to bring up as they should be brought up, healthy children, sound in body, 
mind, and character, and numerous enough so that the race shall increase, and 
not decrease.

We can, therefore, see that the best work Is done while the brain is In a 
state of development, and not when It is in Its declining state.

\ American Common SchooÍ\ 


By Ossian H. Lang. 


HE common school is unlQue among the world's agencies of 
civilization. 
It is, above everything, the most tangible ex- 
pression of the honesty and intensity of our national belief 
in the universal aducation of all the people. 
The individual 
schools reveal more than anything else the amount 
and 
•quality of the solicitude of the several communities for the 
educational welfare of their children. 
A school cannot long 
remain below the standard of efficiency which the commun- 
ity supportiiag it has agreed upon as a minimum. 
Nor will a 
school be able to rise much beyond a point at which it can sustain itself by 
public opinion. 
In judging the character of individual schools in the United 
States, this condition must be borne in mind, 
From this point all criticism 
must proceed and to this It must return. 


The coloring given to individual schools by purely local characteristics 
and aspirations has not been able to obscure, to the seeing eye, the underlying 
greater national thought. 
All the schools are, in varying degrees of intensity 
and intelligence, local expressions of the one unifying ideal of universal edu- 
cation. 
In their development, they are becoming more and more the principal 
culture forces for expanding the social and Industrial usefulness of every in- 
dividual unit of our democracy to Its highest possible degree. 
Tho philosoph- 
ical idea of the foundation of these schools then, furnishes the key to what- 
ever our national life reveals of educational enthusiasm and pre-eminence in 
Industry and commerce. 


The United States is a land of practical attitude and action rather than of 
theorizatlon. 
American philosophy is not yet reduced to a logical system. But 
to the discerning mind it is visibly incarnated in forms of life, in institutions, 
and the historic trend of popular movements. 
The common school is such an 
Incarnation. 
It Is probably the purest embodiment of American aspirations. 
The logical development of the realization reveals the irresistible force behind 
the institution. 


The common school is yet in Its Infancy, especially in the East, 
Out West 
Its vigorous development is revealing more closely its trend in practical phas- 
es. 
But East and West and North and South, everywhere the national hopes 
incorporated in it are making themselves felt with steadily growing intensity. 


Mr. Anderson says he was f-pecially struck with the discovery that "the 
people as a whole believe in the absolute necessity of a good, sound, general 
education as one of the principal factors in the building up of a successful 
state." 
To this belief he ascribes the popular willingness to contribute with- 
out stint to the building and equipment of the common school.—The Forum,

Brick Tea. 


Chinese soldiers along the borders 6f 
Manchuria, who 
are mostly 
outlaws, 
consume vast quantities of tea, both as 
an liifuslon and as a solid vegetable. 
The latter is called "brick tea" In Eng- 
lish. 
It Is formed of the old and coarse 
kinds of tea leaves, the 
refuse 
and 
stalks of the better kinds, and 
the 
leaves of other shrubs, all incorporat- 
ed with the serum of 
ox or 
sheep 
blood and fashioned into thick four- 
sided 
cakes or 
bricks. 
It 
supplies 
those nomads 
with a 
portable 
food 
which renders the very worst waters 
of the steppes drinkable. 
They are in 
the habit of rubbing it up with water 
and boiling it with the addition 
of 
some flour and suet of beef, mutton 
or horse (or in case of need a tallow 
candle) 
Into a kind of broth, 
which 
they take with the salt of the steppes, 
and, if possible, with ashes or other 
alkaline salts. The latter are obvious- 
ly used, though unwittingly, to dissolve 
the caseine as much 
as 
possible.— 
New York Press. 


A New Industry. 


Berlin has started a new Industry. 
Old, stained i)laying cards, all those 
slightly soiled which have only been 
once or twice in use, are collected from 
hotels, clubs and a hundred other es- 
tablishments 
in 
Germany, 
Austria. 
Hungary, Switzerland and are cleaned 
and made fresh as new. 


They are carefully rubbed with ben- 
zine on both sides, and then, after dry- 
ing, placed In presses, where they are 
rendered perfectly flat again. 
They 
are then sprinkled over with a pow- 
dered white lead and placed in a warm 
press, where they receive 
the 
finish 
and shine lost in the 
flngers 
of the 
players. 
Then they find their way in- 
to another press, where the edges are 
carefully cut.

they undergo, each card separately, a 
careful revision to see they are all "as 
good as new."

How the Japanese Kept" Their Arm­ 


ies In Touch In Manchuria. 
“Among the many things the Jap­ 
anese 
have done during the 
war 
which they are now waging.** says the 
Electrical Review, “and which have 
attracted the attention of the world, 
their 
use of the telephone is 
one. 
\Vhen the war first broke out, and 
while the question of supremacy on 
the water was undecided, they made 
good use of wireless telegraphy. 
By 
this means the main fleet kept in 
touch with its scouts, and, indeed, in 
the final conclusive battle of last Au­ 
gust, in which the Russian 
vessels 
left the harbor to attack a few appar­ 
ently unsupported Japanese vessels, 
the latter called up the main Japan­ 
ese fleet, then out of sight, but in 
waiting, by means of wireless teleg­ 
raphy. 
On land the Japanese have 
erected telegraph lines as they ad­ 
vanced, and kept the government in 
Tokio In constant communication with 
all of the armies, and each army in 
touch with the other. 
“But to keep the commander of a 
single army in constant touch with 
his 
division commanders, the 
tele­ 
phone has been used. 
As each ad­ 
vance was made, or a trench was 
dug, 
connections were made 
with 
headquarters by telephone. Thus, not 
only was 
all-important 
information 
transmitted immediately to the com­ 
mander, 
but fighting was 
directed 
from the latter point by the same 
means. 
The commander was able to 
direct the fire of the guns and to or­ 
der advances when the proper time 
arrived. 
The telephone in this ser­ 
vice has taken the place of the cour­ 
ier, and does the work better and 
more quickly. By its ability to com­ 
municate instantly with many and 
widely separated points, not only are 
the army’s operations directed more 
effectively, 
but one commander 
is 
enabled to control a larger force than 
was possible under the old system. 
“Take the last great battle as an 
example. Could Field Marshal Oyama 
have directed the operations of 400,- 
000 men, and have timed his strokes 
so exactly, had he been forced to de­ 
pend upou orders carried by horse? 
How could he have controlled a fight­ 
ing line a hundred miles long? With­ 
out the telephone the operations would 
have been carried on by a number of 
generals, each acting according to a 
certain plan, but depending largely 
upon his own judgment for wiiat to 
do and when to do it. 
That the fight 
would have been carried on as brave­ 
ly, none can doubt, but the telephone 
co-ordinated the actions of each divi­ 
sion, and reduced the armies to one 
vast machine. 
Nothing was left to 
chance; every stroke was 
correctly 
timed, and the 
commander-in-chief 
was at once informed of its result. 
Even the flying columns were followed 
by the engineering corps, and the re­ 
sult of every skirmish and the taking 
of every village were known, within 
a short time, at headquarters. 
“Besides making each of the divi­ 
sions able to act with the others of­ 
fensively, the telephone enabled them 
to act together for defence. As soon 
as any point was threatened, this was 
known at headquarters, and 
moving 
orders could be issued to the most 
available reserves for supix)rt. Truly, 
the telephone has become one of the 
most important factors 
in 
modern 
warfare, and it is one factor—if not 
the only factor—which has acted to 
reduce the danger to the individual. 
The Japanese are brave enough, but, 
unless we except their action in bat­ 
tle, they make^no sacriflce that is not 
necessary, and', being practical, they 
have used the telephone, not only for 
such purposes as require great speed, 
but at times when the risk 'to 
the 
messenger is the chief consideration. 
There is no longer any necessity for 
exposing courier to the fire of the 


i enemy/* 


Library 
Paste. 
Take a piece of common glue two 
inches square and pulverized alum as 
much In weight as the glue; soak the 
glue and dissolve it in water, adding 
the powdered alum. 
Mix half a tea 
spoonful of flour in a little water until 
smooth, stir in the glue and alum and 
heat to a boil. When nearly cool, stir 
in two teaspoonfuls of oil of lavender. 
This should make nearly a pint of 
paste, and will keep a long time. If 
kept tightly covered when not in use. 
Another; 
A solution of two and one 
half ounces of gum arable in two 
quarts of warm water; thicken with 
wheat flour to a paste; to this add a 
solution of alum and su^-ar of lead, 
ounce and a half each, in warm water; 
heat the mixture and stir until at boil­ 
ing point, when It is to be cooled. 
If 
too thick thin It with a little gum so­ 
lution in proportion as above. 


Flatirons. 
The flatirons must always be per­ 
fectly clean, and it is best to scour 
them each time they are used; by do­ 
ing it thus frequently they are kept 
clean with very little work, while if 
neglected they are 
constantly 
doing 
work Avork rdtao rtet tafr rdrdinindu 
poor work, soiling the clean clothes, 
and require a long scouring when they 
are cleaned. 
After they are Avashed 
and scoured each week, place on the 
stove to dry thoroughly, and then slip 
each one into a little bag made with 
drawstrings for the purpose, or, at 
least, slip each one into an emply pa­ 
per bag to keep clean from dust till 
they are used again. A rag dippe^d in 
kerosene and salt is 
excellent 
for 
smoothYng Hie bottom of an iron; or 
sprinkle some salt between layers of 
waxed paper like that used for lin­ 
ing cracker boxes, which should 
be 
saved for the purpose.

Recelpes. 
A Chicken Custard—This is a most 
nourishing dish. 
Into half a pint^of 
chicken broth, made as described, beat 
the perfectly fresh yolUs of three eggs. 
Season it with a little salt. 
Cook the 
custard, stirring it constantly until it 
has thickened. Be careful not to cook 
it long enough to let it curdle, 
Uncooked Eggs—A delicate, strength­ 
ening preparation for an invalid con­ 
sists of the yolk of a perfectly fresh 
egg dropped in a tablespoonful of 
sherry. 
Add a teaspoonful of sugar. 
Beat the whole together. 
Whip the 
white of the egg to a perfectly stiff 
froth and stir in, adding a little nut­ 
meg Just as you serve it. The sherry 
may be omitted if you prefer, and 
the nutmeg alone used as flavoring. 
Sea Moss Blanc Mange—Wash half 
an ounce or a handful of Irish moss. 
Let it soak for half an hour in a little 
cold water. Then add it to a quart of 
rich milk at the boiling point. Add a 
piece of stick cinnamon, and a table­ 
spoonful of flavoring extract. Let the 
blanc mange simmer until the moss is 
entirely dissolved, stirring it repeated­ 
ly. 
After sweetening it with a little 
sugar turn it out into cups or smaij 
moulds. 
Set them in ice or snow to 
cool. 
Serve the blanc mange with a 
little sugar and cream. 
Chicken Jelly—Cut up half a raw 
chicken into small pieces. 
Be careful 
to break the bones. Put it on the fire 
with a quart of cold water. 
Boil it 
very slowly until it is reduced to less 
than one half. 
Season it with salt 
and a little pepper. 
Strain it through 
a colander and then through a jelly 
bag into a mould or bowl. If the 
chicken is tender and young broil the 
other half of the breast. 
Cut it into 
dice and put it into a mould or bowl 
and cover it with the liquid. 
When 
the jelly has hardened scrape olf the 
layer of fat on the top before turning 
the jelly out on a small platter.

InT«ttl|»tlon of th« Packerft 
Very general interest hns boon miinl* 
fested in the Government Investigation 
now In progress into the mode of con­ 
ducting business by the large packers 
located in Chicago and elsewhere. 
Much hns been written upon the al­ 
leged illegal nnd improper mode« of 
business procedure connected with the 
packing industry; but it seoms that so 
far no detinite charge of any kind has 
been sustained and no proof of Illegal 
or inequitable methods lias been dis­ 
closed to the public. While a "wave of 
severe criticism of this groat industrial 
interest is now passing over the coun­ 
try it might be well to remember that 
the packers have had as yet no oppor­ 
tunity to make specilic denial, the 
many indefinite charges of wrong-do- 
ing having never been formulated so 
that a cate^iorical answer could, be 
made. 
The recent report of Commissioner 
Garfield, which embodied the results 
of an oiiielal investigation undertaken 
by the Department of Commerce and 
Labor of tho United States, was a rin- 
dication of the Western packers, but 
this result having been unexpected at­ 
tempts in many quarters to discredit it 
were made. 
In view' of the situation as It now 
stands, however, attention may proper­ 
ly be called to a few facts that owing 
to popular clamor are now* being ap­ 
parently overlooked. 
Fair treatment 
in this country has heretofore been ac­ 
corded to all citizens whose affairs as­ 
sume prominence in the public eye and 
some of the facts that bear upon the 
relation of the packers to the com­ 
merce of the country may at this time 
be briefly alluded to. 
It would be 
difficult to estimate the benefits gained 
by the farmers of the country result­ 
ing from the energetic enterprise of 
the packers, for whatever is of benefit 
to^the farmer Is a gain to the entire 
commerce of the country. 
And con­ 
nected with their continuous aggres­ 
sive work no feature perhaps has been 
more Important than their efforts in 
seeking outlets all over the world for 
the surplus products of the farmer. 
Our total exports of agricultural prod­ 
ucts have gained but little in the past 
twenty years, and leaving out corn, the 
total of all other farm pmducts was 
far less in li)l)3 than in 1801. 
But in 
packing house products there was con­ 
siderable gain during this period, be­ 
cause an organized and powerful force 
.has been behind them seeking new and 
broader markets. 
Besides the benefits reaped by farm­ 
ers on account of the enterprise and 
energy exercised by the packers in at­ 
taining commercial results by foreign 
trade, the great development in the 
manufacture of packing house by-prod­ 
ucts has added enormously to the 
value of all live stock raised in the 
United States. The waste material of 
twenty years ago, then an expense to 
the packer, is now converted into ar­ 
ticles of groat value and, as an eco­ 
nomic fact, this must correspondingly 
increase the value to the farmer of 
every head of cattle marketed at the 
numerous stock yards of the country. 
Let these facts be remembered while 
now it is so popular to regard, the 
great packing industi*y as deserving of 
condemnation. At least it must be ad­ 
mitted. that, so far, there is no ade­ 
quate reason for the almost unani­ 
mous howl that may be heard every­ 
where in the face of the Garfield re­ 
port above alluded to w^hich practical­ 
ly exonerates the packers from the ob­ 
scure and indefinite charges that have 
been for some time past made the sub­ 
ject of popular comment. 


Industrious American Consult. 
They are always investigating, in­ 
quiring and w^anting to know, says 
the London Post, of American Con­ 
suls. They are not content merely to 
send the department perfunctory re­ 
ports of official returns of Imports 
and exports or mere tables of figures 
(although these as matters of rj9u- 
tine are not ignored), but they delve 
into obscure places, 
they 
compare 
and contrast, they offer their advice 
and suggestions freely and the de­ 
partment allows them full scope. How 
much the Consul’s report is “edited” 
before it Is made public, or how of­ 
ten it never is given publicity, no one, 
of course, outside the department has 
any means of knowing, but the dally 
bulletin issued containing these re­ 
ports, 
which 
is 
given 
wide 
and 
gratuitous distribution, 
shows 
that 
the American Consular corps is indus­ 
trious and intelligent. 


Father of Rural Delivery.

free delivery.

The Duty of Woman 


By President I^oosevelt, 
N our modern 
industrial civilization there are 
many and 
v-r-= 
J grave dangers to counterbalance the splendors and tho tri- 
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umphs. It Is not a good thing to see cities grow at dispro- 
portlonate speed relatively to the country; for the small land 
owners, the men who own their little homes, and thererorc, 
^ to a very large extent, the men who till farms, the men of 
the soil, have hitherto made the foundation of lasting na* 
tional life in every state; and, if the foundation becomes 
either too weak or too narrow, the superstructure, no matter 
how attractive. Is In imminent danger of falling. 
But far more important than the question of the occupation of our citizens 
is the question of how their family life is conducted. No matter what that oc­ 
cupation may be, as long as there is a real home and as long as those who 
make up that home do their duty to one another, to their neighbors, and to the 
state, It is of minor consequence whether the man’s trade Is plied in tho coun­ 
try or in the city, whether it calls for the work of the hands or for the work of 
the head. 
But the nation Is in a bad way if there Is no real home, if the family Is 
not of the right kind; if the man is not a good husband and father, If he Is bru­ 
tal or cowardly or selfish; if the woman has lost her sense of duty, if she is 
sunk In vapid self-indulgence or has let her nature be twisted so that she pre­ 
fers a sterile pseudo-intellectuality to that great and beautiful development of 
character which comes only to those whose lives know the fullness of duty 
done, of effort made, and self-sacrifice undergone. 
In the last analysis the welfare of the state depends absolutely 
upon 
whether or not the average family, the average man and woman and their chil­ 
dren, represent the kind of citizenship fit for the foundation of a great nation, 
and if we fail to appreciate this we fall to appreciate the root morality upon 
which all healthy civilization is based. 
No piled-up wealth, no splendor of material growth, no brilliance of artis­ 
tic development, will pern^anently avail any people unless its home life Is 
healthy, unless the average man i)osssesses honesty, courage, common sense 
and decency; unless he works hard and is willing at need to fight hard, and 
unless the average woman is a good wife, a good mother, able and willing to 
perform the first and greatest duty of womanhood, able and willing to bear, 
and to bring up as they should be brought up, healthy children, sound in body, 
mind, and character, and numerous enough so that the race shall increase, and 
not decrease.

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SEE that Dr. Osier sticks to his views that the best work of 
man is done while he is under forty years. 
I see no reason 
why he should change it, as it holds good according to the 
physiological development of the brain. 
Physiological investigation has proved the following: In 
the new-born male child the brain weighs ten to fourteen 
ounces. 
About the age of seven years the brain weighs about 
forty ounces. 
About fourteen years the brain not infrequently reaches the weight of 
forty-eight ounces, which is about the usual size of the brain of the average 
man. 
Beyond the age of forty years the weight slowly but steadily declines at 
the rate of about one ouncd in ten years. 
We can, therefore, see that the best work is done while the brain is in a 
state of development, and not when it is In Its declining state. 
It may seem strange, but nevertheless true, that the sages of the Talmud 
(before the Christian era) held the same view. 
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I American Common School I 


By Ossian H. Lang. 


HE common school is unicue among the world’s agencies of 
civilization. 
It is, above everything, the most tangible ex­ 
pression of the honest}' and intensity of our national belief 
in the universal aducation of all the people. The individual 
schools reveal more than anything else the amount and 
'quality of the solicitude of the several communities for the 
educational welfare of their children. A school cannot long 
remain below the standard of efliclency which the commun­ 
ity supporting it has agreed upon as a minimum. Nor will a 
school be able to rise much beyond a point at which it can sustain itself by 
public opinion. 
In judging the character of individual schools in the United 
States, this condition must be borne in mind. From this point all criticism 
must proceed and to this it must return. 
The coloring given to individual schools by purely local characteristics 
and aspirations has not been able to obscure, to the seeing eye, the underlying 
greater national thought. All the schools are, in varying degrees of intensity 
and intelligence, local expressions of the one unifying ideal of universal edu­ 
cation. In their development, they are becoming more and more tho principal 
culture forces for expanding the social and industrial usefulness of every In­ 
dividual unit of our democracy to its highest possible degree, Tho philosoph­ 
ical idea of the foundation of these schools then, furnishes the key to what­ 
ever our national life reveals of educational enthusiasm and pre-eminence in 
Industry and commerce. 
The United States is a land of practical attitude and action rather than of 
theorization, American philosophy is not yet reduced to a logical system. But 
to the discerning mind it is visibly incarnated in forms of life, in institutions, 
and the historic trend of popular movements. The common school is such an 
incarnation. It is probably the purest embodiment of American aspirations. 
The logical development of the realization reveals the irresistible force behind 
the institution. 
The common school is yet in its Infancy, especially in the East, Out West 
Its vigorous development is revealing more closely its trend in practical phas­ 
es. But East and West and North and South, everywhere the national hopes 
Incorporated in it are making themselves felt wiih steadily growing intensity. 
Mr, Anderson says he was specially struck with the discovery that "the 
people as a whole believe in the absolute neces.sity of a good, sound, general 
education as one of the principal factors in the building up of a successful 
state." To this belief he ascribes the popular willingness to contribute with­ 
out stint to the building and equipment of the common school.—The Forum,

ordinary water weeds and frogbit 
grow very freely.—Correspondent in 
London Field. 


Brick Tea. 
Chinese soldiers along the borders 6t 
Manchuria, who are mostly outlaws, 
consume vast quantities of tea, both as 
an infusion and as a solid vegetable. 
The latter Is called “brick tea” in Eng­ 
lish. It is formed of the old and coarse 
kinds of tea leaves, the 
refuse 
and 
stalks of the better kinds, and the 
leaves of other’ shrubs, all Incorporat­ 
ed with the serum of 
ox or 
sheep 
blood and fashioned Into thick four- 
sided cakes or bricks. 
It supplies 
those nomads with a portable food 
which renders the very worst waters 
of the steppes drinkable. They are in 
the habit of rubbing it up with water 
and boiling it with the addition of 
some flour and suet of beef, mutton 
or horse (or In case of need a tallow 
candle) into a kind of broth, which 
they take with the salt of tho steppes, 
and. If possible, with a.^hes or other 
alkaline salts. The latter are obvious­ 
ly used, though unwittingly, to dissolve 
the caseine as much 
as 
possible.— 
New York Press.

A New Industry. 
Berlin has started a new industry. 
Old, stained playing cards, all those 
slightly soiled which have only been 
once or twice in use, are collected from 
hotels, clubs and a hundred other es­ 
tablishments in 
Germany, Austria, 
Hungary, Switzerland and are cleaned 
and made fresh as new. 
They are carefully rubbed with ben­ 
zine on both sides, and then, after dry­ 
ing, placed in presses, where they are 
rendered perfectly flat again. 
They 
are then sprinkled over with a pow­ 
dered white lead and placed In a warm 
press, where they receive the finish 
and shine lost in the flngers of the 
players. Then they find their way in­ 
to another press, where the edges are 
carefully cut. 
Before being put on the market 
they undergo, each card separately, a 
careful revision to see they are all "as 
good as new.”
